Editor tlnlfrtin: It seems that Judge 
Savage and Mr. Bascom each expect to 
defeat Judge Wall, simply because he 
lives In MaBon County. Neither of 
them claim superior ability or fitness. 
Neither can boast of as clean and pure a 
political record. Nor has either of them 
rendered the same party service, or been | 
at his post of duty in the past like Judge 
Wall.

KIDWELL, THE CONVICT. 

Fall Particulars of the Killing- at 
M t amp Hanna"— The Inquest. 

Our correspondent at Dover, in giving 1 
the particularsof the killing of a convict 
near that place, says: " At ti o'clock Tues- 
day morning while a dense fog was over- j 
hanging the " works " near the river, W. i 
B. Kidwell, a convict " under the gun," 
made a break for liberty. Captain Bran- 
i bad sent him out on the dump wiih 
a cart-load of earth and when he had 
finished dumping it, he went over the fill 
in a run. Kidwell was fifty yards away 
before Captain Brannnm sighted him, 
and in the range of some houses so a shot 
could not be fired. Pursuit was immedi- 
ately instituted, and he was run into a 
thicket on a mound on the farm of Tbos. 
A. Respese, near town. John Bailey, the 
goard who was in pursuit, went into the 
thicket and asked Kidwell to surrender. 
Herefueed and put himself in a threaten- 
ing attitude, whereupon Bailey pulled 
his revolver and shot, tho first missing 
and the other two taking effect in Kid- 
well's groin. He was put in a spring 
wagon and died on the way to the camp. 
Kidwell was forty-six years old and mar- 
ried. He was sent up from Madison 
County, September 30th 1884, for five 
years for stealing a mule. This was the 
second attempt he had made to escape. 

His remains wore buried later in the 
iay at Henna's grave-yard near town, 
Rev. W. W. Hall officiating. 

An inquest was held by Esquire A. F. 
Dobyns and the following is the verdict 
of the jury: 

' We, tbejury. And the dead body before ns 
bethatof W. B. Kidwell and thai he came 
bis death by being iibot la the bowels on 
the morning of August 10th, lfWfi, wltli a pis- 
tol In the hands of John Bailey. Said Kidwell 
at the time aState prisoner and whs at- 
tempting to make in- escape at t be time of 
the shooting and Bailey had no other means 
of preventing bis escape.

GENERAL CROP REPORT. 



THE CROPS AS REPORTED 10 THE 
AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMtNT. 

a Reduction In the Oen.MlAwr.geof the 
Condition of Spring Wh«»l»Tht Aver* 
kfM »f the Foreign Crop*— Injury to the 
Cotton Crop— Average by State*. 

Washinhtom, Aur. H.— The spring wheat 
returns of the department of apiculture for 
August 1, show an improvement in condition 
In Iowa, a small decliue in Wisconsin aud 
Nebraska, and a heavy reduction in Dakota. 
The causes of deterioration are drouth and 
Chinch bugs. Heat has been excessi vo in 
many district* that have produced a fair 
yield notwithstanding. The harvest is two 
weeks earlier than usual, and the quality is 
unusually good, except in sections where 
heavy loss from blight has occurred. 

The general average of condition is reduced 
from*.:. J to HO. 1. At the time of harvest 
last year the average was 86. A part of the 
lose last season occurred after August L A§ 
the present harvest is already nearly over, 
with improving meteorological conditions, 
the final estimate cannot be much further re- 
duced. The present average is 91 for Iowa, 
Instead of (K) last month. No less than 
twenty-five counties, each producing from 
aOO.OOu to l.OOO.UUO bushels, mxwi owrilttoMJ 
100 or over. In Minnesota there is an in- 
crease from 7S to SO. The reduction in Wis- 
consin is from 75 to 72; in Nebraska from 83 
to 8a, and in Dakato from 85 to M Winter 
wheat previously harvested is not reported 
this month. 

There has been a heavy decline in the con- 
dition of corn since the 1st of July. The av- 
erage which was then 95, in reduced to 81. 
The heaviest decline is in Illinois, Wisconsin, 
and states west of the Mississippi. In the east- 
ern and middln states condition U well main- 
tained. It indicates a crop uot much exceed- 
ing twenty-two bushels per acre, though fu- 
ture conditions may increase or decreaee the 
ultimate yield. 

Thern has 
been no material decline in oats, the average 
being 87. Barley has maintained it-s condi- 
tion, and a Hourly average crop is assured.
